Miss Cornelia W alter, forint rly of 
this place, was drowned in the Tidal 
basin, W ashington, I). (.'., last week. 
News of her death has been received 
here in a copy of the Washington 
“S ta r” under date of July 4th, which 
said: 
“The body of Miss Cornelia Wal­ 
ter, member of a prominent Mary­ 
land and District of Columbia family, 
was found in Tidal Basin yesterday. 
It is supposed th a t she was suffering 
from melancholia, 
Coroner Nevitt is­ 
sued a certificate of suicide. 
“ Miss W alter’s body was fiund by 
two park policemen who sent it to the 
Morgue. 
Edwin Hall, an uncle, iden­ 
tified the body 
“ Miss 
W alter iu d been massing 
from her apartm ents, Copley Court, 
514 Seventeenth street, 
since 
last 
Sunday. 
For the past year she had 
been suffering from illness a n i it is 
believed th a t thit» had temporarily a f ­ 
fected her reason 
“ She was 40 year-* old and lived 
with her Widowed mother. Mrs. F ra n ­ 
ces H. W alter, at Copley Court.” 
Tidal Basin, where the body was 
found, is a cut-off of the Potomac 
River, and a popular part of the park. 
Mrs. Frances W alter and Miss Cor­ 
nelia W alter were residents uf G et­ 
tysburg for a number of years an I 
since they ceased making this their 
home had frequently returned to visit 
their m any friends. 
In recent years 
they had traveled extensively in E u­ 
rope, spending much of their t me in 
France and Germany. 
They had returned from Europe the 
last tim e about two years ago and 
since then had been living in Waah- 
ington. 
Very little publicity was given the 
affair in the Washington papers, and 
nothing at all was said in the Bal­ 
timore n&wspapers 
concerning 
the 
suicide. 
A 
telephone 
message 
from 
the 
W ashington “S ta r" 
this 
afternoon 
stated th a t the body had been taken 
to Baltimore for burial but that there 
had been no further developments and 
no fu rth er details of the suicide dis­ 
covered other than those g ven above.

Paris, July 9—Fighting their way 
forward against strong opposition last 
night the 
French troop* advanced 
their line* between Montdidier and 
the Oise for two and a half mile* 
over a front of a mile. 
They wet** 
-trongly -upported by a large number 
of tank*, and completely gained all 
their objective*, inflicting heavy cas­ 
ualties. 
A German counter-attack launched 
against the newly won ground was r e ­ 
pulsed. the French W ar Office a n ­ 
nounced, and all positions were held.
